WITH  WATER  LILIES 

■TOfATER  gardening,  what  a  fascinating  hobby! 

Picture  a  placid,  silvery  pool  filled  with  gorge¬ 
ous  hued  flowers,  restful  in  its  tranquillity.  Enjoy 
the  thrill  of  growing  in  your  own  yard  the  favorite 
flowers  of  the  ancient — and  glory  in  the  individu¬ 
ality  of  your  garden,  for  there  is  individuality  in 
growing  water  lilies  with  all  their  traditional  ^ 
charm.  A  pool  of  lotus  flowers  and  lilies  is  cer¬ 
tain  to  be  a  novelty,  and  at  the  same  time,  no 
gardening  experience  is  necessary  to  grow  them 
successfully. 

Experience  is  not  necessary  in  the  growing  of 
water  lilies,  a  fact  which  appeals  to  many  amateur 
gardeners.  Success  is  almost  sure  to  crown  your 
efforts.  Requirements  of  water  lilies  are  few — sun¬ 
shine,  soil  and  a  pool  to  grow  them  in.  Concrete 
pools,  or  even  fairly  good-sized  tubs,  will  serve  ex¬ 
cellently  as  water-gardens.  If  you  have  a  shallow, 
natural  pond  you  have  the  very  best  equipment. 

Ponds  and  Pools 

A  pond  can  easily  be  made  in  clay  soil,  or  by  lining 
with  clay  a  hole  in  ordinary  ground.  Concrete  or  clay 
pools  iy2  to  2  feet  deep  are  entirely  satisfactory.  A 
tub  may  be  about  2}4  feet  in  diameter,  but  a  pool 
should  be  not  less  than  6  feet  long  and  3  feet  wide. 

The  soil  for  Waterlilies  is  preferably  a  mixture  of 
two-thirds  rich  garden  soil  and  one-third  well-rotted 
cow-manure.  Blood-meal  can  be  used  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  one  quart  to  a  bushel  of  soil.  This  mixture 
may  be  spread  over  the  bottom  of  the  pond  or  may  be 
put  into  holes  dug  where  the  roots  are  to  be  planted. 

In  a  concrete  pool  the  soil  should  be  put  into  boxes 
and  set  on  the  bottom  of  the  pool.  About  2  cubic 
feet  of  soil  should  be  provided  for  each  plant. 

Planting 

Set  the  plant  so  that  the  crown,  from  which  the 
leaves  grow,  is  just  beneath  the  surface  of  the  soil. 

Sand  or  gravel  should  be  sprinkled  over  the  soil  to 
prevent  fouling  the  water,  and  to  keep  fish  from 
bothering  the  plants.  New  waterlily  plants  should 
be  started  in  shallow  water  but  will  later  thrive  at 
any  depth  from  4  to  30  inches.  8  inches  seems  to  be 
about  the  best  depth.  Running  water  is  neither  nec¬ 
essary  nor  desirable  as  it  tends  to  keep  the  tempera¬ 
ture  too  low.  See  illustration  next  page. 

Winter  Care 

The  best  winter  protection  for  the  Lilies  is  to  leave 
water  in  the  pool  and  to  cover  the  pool  with  boards 
and  leaves  or  straw.  Very  little  freezing  takes  place; 
roots  and  fish  are  safe  and  the  pool  walls,  if  rein¬ 
forced,  are  not  likely  to  crack. 
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Under  normal  conditions  hardy  Water  Lilies,  Lotus 
and  native  aquatics  winter  in  the  ponds  under  water 
and  seldom  need  protection  unless  the  water  gets  very 
low.  or  if  left  in  a  pool  which  is  drained,  in  which 
case  a  covering  of  leaves,  straw,  or  manure  should  be 
provided.  If  the  roots  are  planted  in  boxes,  the  boxes 
with  the  roots  in  may  be  taken  out  and  covered  in  a 
trench,  or  taken  into  a  cool  basement  and  kept  cov¬ 
ered  with  moist  burlap  until  spring.  Dry  rot  is  de¬ 
structive  to  dormant  roots  and  should  be  avoided  by 
providing  natural  conditions  of  cold  and  moisture. 

Tropical  Lilies  are  best  treated  as  annual  plants, 
and  replaced  year  after  year,  as  their  beauty  and  ex¬ 
traordinary  productiveness  more  than  justify  their 
moderate  cost.  They  may  be  kept  in  bloom  all  year 
in  indoor  pools  but  it  is  seldom  worth  while  to  try  to 
preserve  the  tropicals  unless  a  green  house  pool  is 
available. 

WTYTER  CARE  OF  TUB  GARDENS.  Dip  the  water 
out  of  the  tub:  fill  the  tub  heaping  full  of  leaves.  A 
few  boards  on  top  will  hold  the  leaves  in  and  help 
drain  the  water  off.  If  the  tub  is  not  buried  in  the 
ground,  heap  leaves  up  around  it  as  well. 

KEEPING  THE  POOL  CLEAR  AND  CLEAN.  See 
page  22  for  the  scavengers  that  can  be  depended  upon 
to  do  this  work.  We  do  not  advise  using  chemicals. 
They  may  be  harmful  to  the  plants  and  fish. 

WINTER  CARE  OF  POOLS.  Pools  may  be  left  with 
the  water  in  if  the  top  is  covered  with  boards  and 
the  entire  pool  heaped  over  with  leaves  or  straw. 
Pools  which  cannot  be  covered  should  be  drained  un¬ 
less  they  are  heavily  reinforced. 

Miscellaneous  Items 

When  provided  with  plenty  of  soil,  the  leaf-spread 
of  a  Water  Lily  will  be  3  to  4  feet  in  diameter,  hence 
a  pool  10  by  15  feet  should  accommodate  ten  to  fifteen 
Lilies.  The  leaf-spread  of  many  varieties  may  be  re¬ 
duced  to  a  degree  suitable  for  tub  culture  by  plant¬ 
ing  in  a  6  or  S-inch  pot:  this  dwarfs  the  plant  so  that 
the  leaf-spread  and  the  blooms  are  smaller.  A  little 
blood-meal  should  be  added  to  the  soil  occasionally, 
or  the  plant  may  be  repotted  once  or  twice  during 
the  season. 

Floating  aquatic  plants  will  grow  without  soil, 
but  do  better  if  the  roots  can  reach  it,  particularly  in 
the  case  of  blooming  plants.  Marsh  or  bog  plants 
should  be  potted  and  set  so  that  the  level  of  the  soil 
is  slightly  above  the  water.  Shallow  water  plants  do 
well  in  2  to  6  inches  of  water. 

Oxygenating  plants,  such  as  Anacharis,  Vallisneria, 
Myriophyllum.  Sagittaria,  etc.,  may  be  used  to  keep 
the  water  from  becoming  stagnant,  and  a  few  gold 
fish  will  eliminate  mosquitoes. 

Insects  that  attack  the  foliage  of  Water  Lilies  and 
other  aquatics  may  be  washed  off  with  a  hose  so  that 
the  fish  can  get  them.  The  green  scum-like  growth 
of  algae  makes  good  food  for  snails,  or  it  may  be  re¬ 
moved  by  hand.  If  the  pool  has  an  over-flow  this 
scum  may  be  floated  off.  Clams  will  help  to  keep  the 
water  clear.

HOW  TO  MAKE  A  TUB  GARDEN 


Pick  a  sunny  spot  for  the  tub  garden.  One 
tub  will  do  but  many  people  add  one  or  two 
more,  grouping  the  tubs  in  twos  or  threes  as 
shown  in  the  illustration  above.  Around  the 
tub  plant  perennials  and  rock  plants.  If  you 
have  a  few  rocks  to  spread  around,  plant  the 
rock  plants  in  among  these.  This  makes  an 
ideal  corner,  a  very  pretty  garden  and  just  the 
place  to  try  one’s  luck  with  Water  Lilies  and 
a  few  fish. 

The  best  effect  will  be  gained  by  sinking  the 
tub  in  the  ground  right  up  to  the  rim.  Fill  the 
tub  half  full  of  rich  soil,  cover  this  with  half 
an  inch  of  clean  sand,  and  fill  with  water.  The 
little  "poor'  is  now  ready  for  the  Water  Lilies, 
aquatics  and  perennials,  rock  plants  and  fish. 
The  drawing  shows  a  cross  section  of  a  tub 
garden  with  plants  and  Water  Lilies  as  follows:

TUST  as  the  queen  is  surrounded  by  a  court  of 
^  beautiful,  adoring  subjects,  so  the  Water  Lily 
should  be  provided  with  a  harmonious  background. 
For  the  Water  Lily — stately,  colorful — is  the  true 
queen  of  the  water  garden.  Her  flower  subjects 
should  contribute  grace  and  color  to  the  royal  set¬ 
ting. 

The  aquatics,  which  provide  this  background,  are 
not  difficult  to  grow.  Many  fine  aquatics  grow  and 
bloom  by  merely  floating  on  the  water,  deriving 
nourishment  from  air  and  water.  These  do  not 
need  soil  or  the  sides  of  a  pool  to  which  to  cling. 
Still  others,  growing  under  the  water,  will  eithqr 
absorb  the  impurities  in  your  pool,  or  release  oxy¬ 
gen  to  destroy  them.  These  submerged  or  oxy¬ 
genating  plants  are  indispensable  when  fish  are 
present,  for  they  provide  a  perfect  balance  for  the 
animal  life.

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ORNAMENTAL  FISHES 

Beautiful  —  Fascinating  —  Unusual 

TT  IS  difficult  to  think  of  a  pool,  deep,  clear  and 
A  sparkling,  without  a  few  goldfish  flashing 
through  the  water.  The  culture  of  ornamental 
fishes  has  become  highly  popular.  The  fish  are  not 
only  a  beautiful  note  of  color  in  your  pool — they 
are  little  care,  other  than  feeding,  and  with  a  num¬ 
ber  of  aquatic  plants  in  your  pool,  you  have  all  the 
attributes  of  a  natural  pond.  When  such  a  balance 
of  animal  and  plant  life  is  obtained  it  is  never 
necessary  to  change  the  water. 

We  have  many  beautiful  and  brilliant  varieties 
of  ornamental  fishes  to  offer — varieties  collected 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  over  a  period  of  many 
years.  Some  are  excellent  for  pools,  while  others 
are  most  valuable  for  the  indoor  aquariums. 

GOLD  FISHES 

They  may  be  wintered  outside  in  natural  ponds, 
but  when  in  pools  free  from  soil  and  plant  roots,  care 
should  be  taken  to  break  the  ice  frequently  so  that 
the  water  does  not  become  foul  from  lack  of  aeration. 
A  glass  aquarium  is  an  excellent  investment  as  it  per¬ 
mits  you  to  enjoy  the  beauty  of  the  fish  all  winter; 
but  if  mere  storage  is  desired,  a  tub  in  the  basement 
will  do  nicely,  changing  the  water  when  necessary  or 
providing  a  continual  drip  from  a  faucet.  There  is 
no  set  rule  for  changing  water  except  that  when  the 
fish  gasp  for  air  at  the  top  it  is  e-vident  that  they  are 
in  distress  and  need  at  least  a  part  of  the  water  re¬ 
newed. 

The  fish  should  be  fed  daily  with  dried  shrimp, 
providing  not  more  than  will  be  eaten  in  fifteen  min¬ 
utes.  Goldfish  can  be  shipped  at  any  season  of  the 
year.  A  flat  charge  of  50  cts,  over  and  above  the  price 
of  the  fish  is  made  for  the  shipping-can.
